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1k CRISIS iN PARIS. 
ITS CAUSES IMMEDIATE AND REMOTE.—CASH PAYMENTS. 
A POWERFUL party in Paris still continues to urge upon the 
Government the policy of permitting the Bank of France to 


suspend cash payments :—it is, however, satisfactory 
the Emperor and his advisers remain firm in their resistance to 
such a course. It would not, indeed, difficult to show that if 
so fatal a step were adopted, it could not fail to aggravate all the 
evils which at present press upon the finances of France. 
be apparent to every one who has watched the rise and 
of this crisis, that the two immediate causes which have led to it, 
are,—first, a great demand for bullion in order to meet toreign 
payments; and, secondly, the hoarding which to a certain extent 
attends periods of panics in every country, but to which the 
susceptible people of F rance are pe ‘culiarly prone. Now, if we 
consider the influence wh ich h would be produced upon those two 
causes of the present crisis by a suspension of cas sh payments, it 
will be plain that it could in no way alleviate the one, while it 
would very greatly aggravate the other. In the first place, 
France has large foreign payments to make for silk, corn, contri- 
butions to Austrian and other railways, and for a general adverse 
balance of trade, for ali of which bullion is required to be exported. 
Now, how will a suspension of cash payments affect these trans- 
actions? By force of law inconvertible notes may be made a legal 
tender at home, but of what value will they be in a foreign pay- 
ment? At the present moment there are many 


as 
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notes in 
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as are required for the internal trade of the country, and 
there is no reason for supposing that making the note in- 
convertible will in any way increase the quantity. But that 


juantity, whatever it may ‘be, will attect the 
8 payments due by France, which can alone be discharged 
by bullion. Whether the Bank notes are convertible or incon- 
vertible, always assuming that no alteration is made in their de- 
nomination, cannot therefore affect the demand for gold and silver 
for the chief purpose for which they are now required. 
way or another they must be obtained, and at any cost, in order 
to satisfy the foreign creditor. It may be said that if the Bank 
were relieved from the duty of cash payments, the bullion which 
it holds would at once become available for the purpose referred 
to. But how is the merchant to obtain it? Hecould not in that 
case demandit for the notes which he held; and if he discounted 
bills with the view of providing means for defraying his 
obligations abroad, he would receive Bank notes, not convertible 
into eash, which would be of no use to him, except so far as they 
would enable him to purchase bullion in the open market, the de- 
mand for which would continue as active as before. In short, 
whatever tricks may be played by Governments and State Banks 
with paper not 
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So far, t hen, as the crisis in France is caused by ademand for bul’ 

lion to satisfy adverse exchanges with other countries, it is clear 

that a suspension of cash payments would not in any degree 
mitigate it. 

But, so far as the crisis is aided 1} ’y a general want of confidence 


and consequent hoarding, it must be equally plain that a suspen- 


cash pi ayments would aggravate it. It is undoubted that 
the mere rumour of such an expedient being resorted to, has 
already done so. The probable depreciation in the value of the

on the one hand, the probable enhanced value of gold 
even in a greater proportion on the other, 
1ensiou distrust which would follow such a violent 
induce to hoarding to an extent not known for 
many years, and would make the acquisition of the precious metals 
for the purpose of foreign payments more difficult than ever; and 
would thus in many ways gre atly aggravate the existing pressure 
under which the commerce of France now suffers, It is, therefore, 
certain that ifthe Government were to be prevailed upon to com- 
piy with the demand which has been made to declare Bank notes 

a legal tender, and to release the Bank of France from the obliga- 

tion of paying in coin, the crisis, in place ot being relieved by such 

a course, would be seriously aggravated. 

Another proposal has been made with a view to mitigate the 
‘ulty, viz.:—to adhere strictly to the principle of cash pay- 
ts, but notes of a lower denomination, of fifty and 

rent Such a step would no doubt materially assist 

the existing pressure, because the notes so issued would take the 
place of twenty-franc gold pieces, and the circulation of coin would 
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ve economised to that extent. Nor would there be any objection 
in point of principle to such a course, provided the convertibility 
of the notes were maintained, and the extent of their circulation 
were limited by that condition. Prior to 1847 the lowest de- 
nomination of note issued by the Bank of France was for 500 francs 
or 20/. In 1848 notes of the value of 200 franes (8/7) and of 100 
frances (42) were first introduced, and their use has economised the 


coin in circulation to the extent of about 6,000,0002. Notes of the 
lower denomination of 50 franes and 20 franes would produce even 
a more st t in the economy of bullion. Of course a sufii- 


riking efie 
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cient reserve would require to be kept in the Bank to secure the 
convertibility of those issues; and so long as that rule was ob- 
served, there could beno reason urged in favour of the use of notes 


of 100 franes or 500 francs, that is not much more strongly a; ppl - 
cable to notes of 50 frances and 20 franes. The only reason which 


has been urged against notes of a lower de nomination as eompared 
with those of a higher denomination, is their liability to omen — 
but experience has shown in Scotland, where the circulation con- 
sists chiefly of one-pound notes, andin Germany, where it consists 
in great part of thaler or dollar notes of the value of only three 
shi ling s, that such objec ction in practice is not found to exist. 





We have glanced at the immediate causes of the crisis in France, 
and which may 
Germany. In order, however, to understand it in all its bearmgs, it 
is necessary to examine the more deeply hidden causes which 
have led to the great demand for bullion to satisfy foreign payments. 
No doubt the failure of the silk crop has something to do with it. 
For no matter what it be, whether an ar ticle like corn required 
for the food of the peopl e, or an article like silk required to sus- 
tain their labour and trade, and the supply of which is indispen- 
sable, the failure of the home-grown crop, must lead to unusual 
importations, lve to that extent increase the payments due to 
other countries. To a certain extent, therefore, what we have so 
often experienced as the result of a bad corn harvest, the French 
are now feeling as the result ofa failing silk crop. This, however, 
may be regarded as a temporary evil which another season may 
repair.

But by far the most important cause of the present difficulties 
in which France is now placed, is the serious disturbances which 
have taken place of late years, and especially during the two 
last years, in | pplication of the capital of the country. It is

be said also to extend over a greater part of 
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| Stowe mentions and describes them in her recent book. 
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Railways toa great extent have been made or partly made at 
home and abroad ; speculations to an unheard of extent have been 
entered upon in buildings, and fresh enterprises of every descrip- 
tion. The floating capital of the country has been converted into 
fixed capital, at a rate much quicker than convenience would ad- 
mit of. The regular trade of the country has been starved of the 
capital property belonging to it, and it has been sunk in new ob- 
jects, which, however useful in themselves, have locked up more 
capital than can conveniently be spared. It may be that many of 
these speculations may ultimately be successful—it may be that 
the railways may pay good dividends and prove of great public 
advantage to the districts through which they pass ; and yet that 
great pressure may be caused to the public by the abstraction of 
so much floating capital from trade, and great losses to individua!'s 
who have committed themselves to obligations to an extent far 
beyond their means. 

There is one effect Which the recent speculative mania for pub- 
lic works and other enterprises of every conceivable description 
in France has had, and which in its turn has had a large share in 
the continual financial derangements upon which France has been 
bordering for along time past, and which has at length broken 
upon her with so much force, The speculative mania of the 
last four years has been all for pursuits in connection with rail- 
ways, manufactures, and trade, in every shape and form, 
domestic and foreign ; the land has been comparatively forsaken 
and neglected. Landlords have sold land in large quantities to 
invest their capital in more tempting speculations : the country 
population has been rushing to Paris and to large towns, to rail- 
way works and public buildings, tempted by the higher wages and 
the more attractive life. While the cities have been filling, the 
rural districts have been thinning. Consumers of food have been 
increasing in numbers, while both in quality and in quantity the 
food consumed has improved :—but producers of food have been 
diminishing. Again, as a whole, agriculture is the only industry 
in France that has not been improved. With rare exceptions, it 
has been stationary for some years. The result of all 
facts has been that France no longer produces food enough for her 
population. Scarcity and high prices, caused by increased con- 
sumption more than by lessened production, have become the nor- 
mal condition of France :—and have led to the necessity for the 
last four or five years of large and incre asing imports from foreign 
countries to supply deficiences thus created :—the payment for 
which has led to great financial derangements. 

For the complicated difficulties in which France is now plunged 
there is but one certain cure. It is only by the strictest caution 
and economy of her resources that recovery is sure. It is only in 
proportion as new speculations and undertakings are eschewed, 
that those which have already been entered upon will become less 
disastrous. ‘Ihe pressure may be mitigated by good management 
or aggravated by tampering with sound principles, but time and 
prudence wil] alone supply a lasting remedy to the evils which w« 
have indicated.

THE WHITES OF THE SLAVE STATES OF AMERICA, 
CONSIDERABLE surprise has been felt by several persons in this 
country at the number of locse and ruffianly characters who seem 
to abound in the Slave States of the Union, and such hordes of 
whom have recently poured into Kansas. It being certain that 
the entire number of Slaveholders in the South does not reach 
$50,000, and more than probable that they do not exceed 150,000, 
and a great proportion of these being planters who have their own 
affairs to attend to, it was difficult to understand what it 
was that furnished the armed bands of whose atrocious language 
and conduct such startling accounts have reached us. The truth is, 
that few but residents are aware of the existence of a race of men 
in those States known by the name of “ Mean Whites,” “ Poor 
“ Whites,” or “ White Trash”—a degraded class, the opprobrium 
and nuisance of the districts they frequent—despised by the ne- 
groes as well as be the respectable proprietors, and always ready 
for any violence or infamies. We catch glimpses every now and 
then in books of travels of these unfortunate wretches; and Mrs 
The fol- 
lowing is Miss Martineau’s description of them in her last pam- 
phlet, entitled “ History of American Compromises” :- 

Wherever slavery exists, labour becomes, of course,a badge of de. 
gradation. In America, no class,—not even the slaves, are so utterly de- 
graded as the whites who, in Slave States, have no property, and must 
live by work or theft. The planters are always trying to get rid of 
them, as dangerous and vexatious neighbours ; and these poor wretches 
—the descendants, for the mest part, of the proud colonists of two cen- 
turies ago,—are reduced to sell their Jast foot of land, and be driven 
forth to live where they can. They are receivers of stolen goods from 
the plantations, and traffickers in bad whiskey, doing no honest work 
that they can avoid, and being employed by nobody who can get work 
done by any other hands. Few of them can read; most of them drink ; 
and the missionaries report of them as savage to an unparalleled de- 
gree,—many having never heard of God or of Jesus Christ. Of 
this class are the “Sand-hillers,” ‘‘ Clay-eaters,’ and other fearful 
abnormal classes of residents in the Slave States. Strangers hear, in 
visits to plantations, of these “Mean Whites” as the supreme nuisance 
of the South, but are led to suppose that they are a mere handful of 
people, able to do a good deal of mischief by tampering with and cor- 
rupting the slaves. The last census, however, reveals the tremendous 
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fact that these “‘ Mean Whites” are seven-tenths of the whole white 
population of the Slave States. Members of Congress never allude to. 
these people ; and in all notices of Southern affairs, the population js 
assumed to consist of planters and their slaves, Everything is done in 
the name of the slaveholders, as if the other seven-tenths of the white 
population did not exist. These are the immigrants whom the slave- 
power is sending into Kansas. These are, with a very few exceptions, 
the only possible settlers from the South, where the slaveholders are 
few, and, if they desire to move, would go Southwards. They have raised 
bodies of ‘* Mean Whites,” clothed and armed them, and sent them to 
Kansas to uphold slave institutions. But these people are not to be de- 
pended on for upholding slavery, after they have once witnessed the 
privilegesof free labour. In the Free States on the Ohio, they have oc. 
casionally exhibited a curious spectacle of conversion. In Kansas, they 
appear to be, thus far, a mere banditti. Of one company from Alabama, 
of which great boast was made, many deserted on the way, others abe 
sconded with the cash-box, and the rest are ravaging Kansas as marauders, 

~—burning farmsteads, stealing horses, clothes, and money, and com. 
pelling the women to fly to the thicket or across the frontier. 

This account will enable us to understand and induce us to 
to credit a description in the Times of last Saturday, from the pen 
of Mr Thomas Gladstone, and which else might have seemed in- 
erediblé. This writer was in Kansas during the early part of the 
struggle, and came into close contact with various parties of the 
“Border Ruffians” engaged in carrying on the violent proceedings. 
of the Slave holders. Such a picture of drunken blackguardism 
we never read before. It affects us as we should be affected by 
finding ourselves suddenly in the midst of the haunts of a gang of 
the worst thieves and murderers escaped frem the hulks of this 
country or the gallies of France, while celebrating their secret 
orgies, and inflamed by passion and by drink. It reminds us more 
of the scenes and the actors of the Reign of Terror in 1792 and 
1793—of the September massacres and the Committee of Public 
Safety—than of any other passage of public and authentic history. 
The barbarisms of Mantua and Naples grow venial in comparison. 
Surely, when respectable and educated Americans read these 
accounts in our papers and are made conscious of the startling 


impression they produce on European minds, they will rouse 
themselves from their apathy and inaction, and do something 


decisive to wipe away the stain. That there should be ruffians 
armed with bowie-knives and revolvers—lost to all decency 
and ready for all crime,—in a rough and newly-settled country 
like many of the Western States of the Union, is a matter neither 
for surprise nor inconsiderate condemnation. But that such men 
ild really be the ruling and constructing parties in any dis- 
trict within the pale of civilisation, is not creditable to the] ading 
men ofthe Union; and that such should have been sanctioned 
and aided by the Federal Government, indicates a lack of public 
virtue and public decency for which uo terms of censure can be 
too strong, 


Che conduct of t} 
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1e President and his Cabinet has throughout 
been as shameless and scandalous as possible. From the first he 
was cognisant of the violent and lawless nature of the proceedings 
which gave Kansas a Slave Legislature. He aided and ratified 
those proceedings by appointing executive and judicial officers 
whom he knew would be subservient agents or zealous partisans of 
the invading Slaveowners. He recognised the Government thus 
set up, and treated all opposition as rebellion to established law. 
That is; he allowed and encouraged a body of armed men from 


her State to invade Kansas, and by force of arms and blood- 


legislative body, and to nominate certain officers 
with certain names as the supreme authorities, and then assumed 
that the Government thus extemporised is the legal Government, 
and must be obeyed till displaced by the conquered inhabitants.

TELEGRAPHS AND PROGRESS.—THE CAUSE. 

AMONGsT the striking events of the time are many testimonies to 
the gencral progress. Last week the Congress at Brussels was 
referred to as exemplifying the advance towards the establishment 
of free trade, and of one rule and one measure, both in politics 
and in civil life, throughout the civilised world. This week we 
nave to notice that the actual accomplishment of a great work of 
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this kind has been celebrated in the metropolis. Professor Morse, 
an American gentleman, the author of a system of telegraphic 
communication in use in every part of the United States, and, 
according to the chairman of the party, Mr Cooke, the best and 
the simplest system yet in vented for certain countries, was honoured 
by a public entertainment. His system extends into Canada, and 
has been introduced throughout Europe. By it Newfoundland is 
to be counected with the United States and is to be connected 
with Ireland. It will then be diffused alike over Europe and 
America, connecting both. 








“The telegraph has come rapidly into use commercially—tele- 

aphic communication of a rude kind for political purposes is an 
old contrivance—in conjunction with railways. When it became 
possible to transmit goods and passengers more swiftly than the 
wind blows, it became indispensable to have a stili more rapid 
means to announce their coming. Heralds, messengers, lctters, 
or even portents have in all ages of the world prepared mea for 
the arrival of events as well as merchandise. The previous dis- 
coveries of Volta, Galvani, Davy, Oersted, Faraday, and others, 
prepared the way for Wheatstone, Morse, Cook, Brett, and other 
skilful magnetic or galvanic electricians, and the lightning flash 
was by their labours organised into auniversal herald, at every man’s 
commund, who travels far swifter than the locomotive. The electric 
circuit, which may be carried round the globe, seems independent 
of space and time; and the produce of a noble art, like the im- 
ponderable power from which it derives its name, suggests a new 
| philosophy. Telegraphs and railroads united, the products of ages 
of observation and continually advancing skill, are now common 
to all the civilised world, and where not yet introduced, men of all 
classes are desirous to have them. Sovereigns are even entering 
into eager competition like traders, and are exposing their 
countries to disasters from 
them. ‘The dinner given to Professor Morse, therefore, was in the

Willinghood was born of knowledge, and its wonderful effects in 
twenty years are to be traced in every land of Europe. Knowledze, 
bringing forth other and similar fruits, will not stop, and cannot 
be stopped ; ana we can s ifely predict, without claiming for our- 
selves any second-sight, that the successful example of England 
as to free trade, carried further as it must be here, will be as con- 
tagious as the successful example of railways aud telegraphs.

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DRAIN OF SILVER. 


To the Editor of the Economisl, 


Sir,—Your article on this subject in the last number of the Econo- 
MisT, thovgh very interesting, fails, in my mind, to afford an explanation 
of the phenomenon. 


Starting with the proposition that an excess of ex- 
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ports over imports must be paid for with money, it is then shown that in 
the case of the trade of the West (represented by England and the United 
States) with the East (represented by India and China), there is an excegs 
of such a character, corresponding pretty nearly with the drain of Silver ; 
and itis also noticed that the shipments of tea and silk have been of late 
ona scale unusually large. This is the same as to say that tea, silk, &e., 
&e., from the East, exceed calico, hardware, &c., from the West by a con- 
siderable amount, and that hence the cause of the drain of silver. But 
the proposition started with is but a particular case of the more general 
one, that exports (including money) must pay for imports (including 
money) ; and if a commodity, it matters not whether tea or silver, silk 
or gold, be taken from either side of the catalogue, it represents payment 
for the balance thence arising. In the same way the drain of silver js 
accounted for, so also might the drain of tea, by aid of the figures in 
you article suitably transposed. Calicoes, hardware, silver, &c., &c., from 
the West, exceed silk, cotton, &c., &c., from the East, during the trade 
for the last few years by a rapidly increasing amount, and hence the cause 
of the unusual shipments of tea, which are required to make up the 
balance. But, in truth, the explanation in either case goes for nothing, 
It merely tells in figures what is happening, but does not give the rea- 
To find that, we should look further than the export and import 
tabies, which, even if perfectly accurate as far as they go, yet merely show 
the variations and extent of the trade in different articles, not the causes 
which govern them.—I have the honour to be your most obedient 
servant, H. 
We think there can be little difficulty in solving the question 
put by our correspondent. As we understand it, it is this:—A 
certain quantity of manufactures and silver go from England to 
the East:—a certain quantity of tea and silk come from the 
East :—it does not follow that the additional quantity of silver is 
sent from England to China because we import more tea and silk, 
any more than that an additional quantity of tea and silk are im- 
ported from China because we export more silver. Now, we do 
not think there is much doubt as to which of these positions is the 
true oue. No doubt silver is a commodity as much as tea or silk, 
and that there might be a demand for it ia China which would 
lead to aa importation of it, independent of our demand for tea or 
silk, and that if China had nothing else to give for silver but tea 
and silk, and were under the necessity of importing silver at any 
cost, the operation might be performed by means of larger exports 
of those articles. But we must determine which hypothesis of the 
two is correct by facts. The importations of tea and silk into this 
country are determined by the demand and consumption. If it 
were true that we imported more silk and tea only because the 
Chinese imported from us more silver, the result would be a great

Such, however, is not the case. We import more tea because its 
consumption has rapidly increased, and we import more silk 
from China, not only because the consumption has increased, 
ause the supplies from other quarters have fallen off. But

THE CROPS AND THE SEED-TIME. 

ield of the wheat crop, so far as it has been tested, 
continues to disappoint the expectations of farmers, the progress 
of autumn work has been the reverse of satisfactory. The fre- 
quent and heavy rains which have fallen have not only greatly 
interrupted preparations for wheat sowing and the clearing of stub- 
bles, but have rendered some of the heavy and undrained soils 
quite unfit, ali events for the present, to receive the seed with any 
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reasonable prospect of a good plant. And itis an unfavourable 
sign that some of the heaviest storms have occurred with a high 
barometer, succeeded usually by one or two fine days, and a fall 
of the barometer has been accompanied with deluges of rain. The 
wet autumn of 1852 bears the nearest resemblance to the pre- 
sent, so far as it has gone, that we recollect. On light lands 
September was not too wet for ploughing clover leys, but the 
lateness of the harvest prevented so much wheat sowing as usual. 
With the exception of May, in every month of the pre- 
sent year previously to August the fall of rain was con- 
siderably below the average, but in August and September the 
fall has somewhat exeeded the average, and Uctober has hitherto 
been much wetter than iscommonly the case. ‘The conclusion to 
which meteorologists have arrived is, that for the residue of the 
year we must look for an unusual quantity of rain. It has been, 

owever, the shortness of the intervals of dry weather which 
has interrupted the farmers of the South of England more than 
the absolute quantity of rain, and should November, contrary to 
present prognostics, prove dry, there may yet be a tolerable 
wheat season. ‘The clearing of the land in autumn, so impor- 
tant to future crops, must this year be necessarily deficient. 

In the North of England agricultural prospects are much worse. 
The Northumberland report of the Mark Lane Express to the 9th 
of October, after describing the slow and often interrupted pro- 
gress of the harvest, says :—‘‘ Grain of all descriptions has sutfered 
great damage by sprouting and shelling out, so much lifting, un- 
tying, &c., being necessary.” A few persons who reaped very 
early and pushed forward their carrying with great energy, alone 
have escaped the ‘ deluge of rain” which commenced in Northum- 
berland on the 27th of September. 

In the North Riding of Yorkshire, says the report, “ the weather 
broke on the 22nd of last month, and since then we have never 
had two dry days together.” This is dated the 10th of October, 
and the reporter adds, “the state of our grain crops, of which 
fully one-half are out, may be more easily imagined than de- 
scribed. We consider wheat deteriorated to the extent of fully 
3s per bushel. Barley now out is fit for nothing but feeding pur- 
poses, and oats are likewise much injured.” The same paper, in 
the Review of the Corn Trade says “ that even in Essex and the 
neighbouring counties, where the sample was well got, the yield 
per acre is below an average; so much so that farmers on thrash- 
ing have been sadly disappointed, while much that was late has 
been battered by the winds and soaked by the rains.” In Scot- 
land matters are stili worse. ‘The corn markets have during the 
past week been dull, and prices seem to tend downwards, so that 
while many farmers will suffer very severely from the season, the 
consumers of wheat will probably find supplies abundant. Barley 
and oats are, however, excessively dear, and unless we receive very 
large foreign importations, horse and other stock food must prove 
very costly. One consequence of the redundancy of moisture has 
been so to improve the turnips, that instead of very light crops as 
was at one time anticipated, we are likely to have as large a bulk 
of roots as was ever known.

THE CROPS IN SCOTLAND. 
THE week just passed has been much drier in Scotland than with 
J I 
us, and advantage has been taken of it to clear a considerable 
breadth of grain. Down to the middle of last week, nothing can 
» 5 
be more deplorable than the accounts of the state of the crops. 
All the accounts we have received concur in stating that the Scotch 


crops have generally been good, but the weather throughout the 
harvest has been wretched. The crops, too, are unusually late. 


The North British Agriculturist svys:—* Wheat and oats have 
suffered most. ‘lhe per centage of sprouted grain has been 
estimated as high as one-fourth, while others place it not over 
one-tenth. Where grain has been long cut, or in a sheltered 
situation, the injury is so extensive, that in some intances not 
one-half of the grain remains sound.” ‘The potato disease has 
not latterly extended, and in the higher districts some ficlds are 
free from it. ‘The writer says :—* This is one of the latest harvests 
which have occurred for many years, and will prove the most 
calamitous which has occurred since 1817.” 

The local quarterly reports of the same paper bear 
full the above unfavourable estimates. 

The revort from Aberdeenshire, under the date 3rd Oct., says :— 
“The grain crops are at present in a very deplorable state, and 
worse than we have seen them for mafiy, mavy years. Wheat, 
barley, and oats growing in the stook in ali directions, the sheaves 
drenched to the heart with wet, the straw rotting, and much of 
the grain is quite in a matty state........where t 


out to the 


he corn was lodged 
several weeks ago, which on many farms was the case, the uncut 
crops are also in a bad state—the straw rotting on the ground, 
and the grain sprouting in all directions, equally as bad as that in 
stook. All kinds of grain crops appear to have been well-tilied, 
and but for the unfavourable harvest weather, would have given 
fully an average yield: where some small parcels have already 
been thrashed out, the quantity and weight gave favourable indica- 
tions of the quality of the crop.” ‘Turnips in this county are better 
than for some years past, and are in good demand; “from 8Z to 
101 per imperial acre have in some cases been given for turnips to 
be eaten by cattle on the farm.” The Dee, the Don, and the 
Ythan, and some of their smaller tributaries, have swollen and 
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done considerable damage. The writer complains that the cattle 
recently shown at the principal fairs and cattle markets of Aber- 
deenshire, produced by “ crossing and re-crossing with bad Short- 
horn bulls, and breeding from cross-bred bulls,” are very inferior 
to the original stocks of polled and horned Aberdeenshires. This 
we can readily believe. A cross-bred animal should never be used 
for reproductions; its province is to supply the bu tcher. 

The Argyleshire report says :—‘ The harvest hasbeen later than 
usual ; and the weather being so variable, much diligence and at- 
tention had to be given in order to cut and secure the crop. Of 
the cereals generally there is a large crop, and the quality of oats 
is excellent.” Turnips here, too, are making great progress. 

In the upper districts of Banffshire, the crops have not arrived 
at maturity, and “that it will be realised satisfactorily after this 
late period of this season is rather a forlorn hope.” In this 
county “much more than the usual breadth of wheat has been 
sown this year and a good crop it is generally, but in some cases 
late—yet very green.” 















































The Berwickshire report says the crops of wheat and. barley in 
that county are each a full average; oats and beans somewhat 
above an average in bulk. Barley and oats have been laid too 
early to admit of full ripening. Some wheat secured before the 
rains commenced promises to yield well; but “it is impossible to 
tell what may be the loss arising from the deluge of rain. Already 
the different kinds of grain except beans have suffered consider- 
ably from sprouting. In some places cutting is not nearly 
finished, and only a comparatively small portion of tne crop has 
Since the 20th of September the weather “ has 
been sadly broken, and rain has fallen to such an amount as has 
at this season of the year not been known for half a century.” 
This report is dated the 2nd of October. 

In Dumbartonshire, “ wheat after potatoes is a fair average crop 
generally secured without damage. After turnips it is also bulky 
but late, a portion of it still uncut, and much unearried. Barley 
has been earlier secured, and is well spoken of. Oats have been 
an unequal crop, although generally above an average; a great 
breadth of them is still exposed and uncut.” 

In Fifeshire a great part of the winter-sown wheat, as well as 
-arly-sown barley, was secured between the 15th and 20th of 
September in good condition. Since the 21st of September much 
rain has fallen, and the grain then in the field had never, at the 
date of the report (4th October), become thoroughly dry. Oats 
and wheat have suffered most. ‘lhe reporter savs :—* ‘he fine 
seasons we have had for some years have rendered people less care- 
ful in piling up the sheaves in full stook and having them pro- 
tected by head shaves, and from this cause the loss is greater 
than if the old practice had been more generally followed......... 
About two days’ cutting and one day’s carrying has been about the 
amount of harvest work done since the 20th of last month, and 
the last operation could only be proceeded with by carefully 
selecting the dry sheaves.” There was about a fourth of the corn 
to cut and one-half to carry at the time of the report. 

In Invernessshire the report says :—* Of the crop on the ground 
alarger one was never borne on the lower lands.

It had been 
much lodged by the weighty rains of July and August, and the 
disastrous weather which has existed since the 21st ult. places it 
in great jeopardy, and under the most favourable circumstances 
that can now (3rd October) occur, must deprive it of a large por- 
tion of its promised prolifieness. What has been secured in the 
corn-yard is an exceedingly trifling fraction of the crop. Much 
is cut and in a bad state im stook ; fully as much in a worse state 
on the ground..... ....On the higher lands the crop, principally oats, 
never wore a promising aspect; it is still green, and so battered 
down and matted together, that its ripening and safe ingathering 
are scarcely to be expected.” 


The Mid-Lothian report states that “the wheat appears well 
headed, and promises about an average crop; but a great portion 
is uncut and standing in stook [t is melancholy to witness 
the prostrate state to which many of the fields were subjected 
from recent rains.” 


In Roxburghshire the crops are everywhere abundant, and pro- 
mised in September a good yield, but from the rain both barley 
aud wheat have been sprouted. ‘ The quantity of grain cut this 
harvest in a wet state surpasses any former precedent...... once AB 
the upland districts of this county a large quantity of grain is still 
uncut, and even in the lower parts some spring wheat is still 
standing. In fact a worse harvest has not been experienced for a | 
number of years.” The Teviot has flooded much land on its 
banks. 

rhe Ayrshire report says :—“ There are few seasons in which at | 
the 4th of October farmers could speak with less certainty about 
the produce of the wheat crop. ‘There is undoubtedly a great 
bulk, and on many firms the yield will be very large; but there 
was too much green wheat after the middie of September to admit | 
of a generally large return.” One-half of the grain of this county |

was in the field on the 6th of October. Green crops and roots are 
remarkably luxuriant. 

Such are fair specimens of the reports of the crops in Scotland, 
which are most unsatisfactory. Since the reports from which we 
have quoted were written, there has been week of dry weather in 
which much grain has been harvested.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WeEeEk.—The return for the week 
that ended Saturday exhibits a low rate of mortality. Thedeaths, which 
in the previous six weeks have been on an average 1,085, declined last 
week to 939. Inthe corresponding weeks of the 10 years 1846-55 the 
average number was 1,003, and if this is raised by a tenth purt for in- 
crease of population it becomes 1,103, compared with which the present 
return shows a reduction of 164. Last wee the births of 782 boys and 
757 girls, in all 1,539 children, were registered in London. In the 10 
corresponding weeks of the years 1846-55 the average number was 1,361. 
At the Royal Observatory, Greeenwich, the mean height of the barometer 
in the week was 29.883 in. On Thursday and Friday the mean daily 
reading was above 30 in., and on the latter day the highest reading in the 
week occurred, which was 30.12 in. The mean temperature was 54.3 deg., 
which is 2.5 deg. above the average of the same week in 38 years (as 
Mr Glaisher). The mean temperature was above the 
average on every day. The highest temperature occurred on Friday, 
and was 61.8 deg. ; the lowest, 49 deg., on Saturday. The mean dew- 
point temperature was 52.4 deg. ; and the difference between this and the 
mean air temperature was 1.9 deg. The mean temperature of the water 
of the Thames was 56.8 deg. The wind, which was in the south-west 
and east in the beginning of the week, was in the north-east towards the 
end. Rain fell to che amount of 0.80 in., the greater part of which fell 
on Wednesday and Saturday.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL, 
FRANCE. 


There is no change in the commercial and industrial position of Paris. 
Transactions were very limited during the week. The shops, which had 
commenced their purchases for the winter, have either adjourned them 
or reduced their amount. The manufacturers received some orders 
from the United States and South America, but the demands from the 
continent of Europe have been generally suspended, in consequence of 
the monetary crisis. The price of corn continues to increase. The best sorts 
of flour do not fetch, for delivery, above 85f per sack of 157 kilogrammes, 
and bakers easily supply themselves with excellent flour at from 80f to 
g2f, The stock remaining in the Halleon Saturday exceeded 15,000 metri- 
cal quintals. The sale of wheat being still move difficult than that of flour, 
| its price has undergone an additional decline of about 2f per hectolitre 
and a half. The fall was general during the week in the provincial 
markets, which were all abundantly supplied. At Marseilles and Algiers 
rates are likewise looking down. The crop having been indifferent in 
Spain, prices were firm in all the markets, and the importation of grain 
from that country into France had considerably diminished. Transactions 
in the wine trade at Bercy were active, and prices again advinced. The 
result of the vintege in the Bordelais is unsatisfactory as respects the 
quantity, but the quality of the wine is far superior to that of last 
vear; there is accordingly a great demand forthe new wine, which is 
bought up in an unfermented state, or even before the grapes have been 
brought to the press-house. In Burgundy and Champagne the crop has 
been more abundant than was expected. The finer wines of Volrevy, 
Pomard, Beaune, and Nuits, however, average little more than one-fourth 
of an ordinary year.

The following has been published by authority as the rule of the 
| Stock Exchange in reference to the liability of brokers, now a sub- 
ject, in consequence of the proceedingsin the case of Robson of great 
importance :—“ [he seller of shares or stock subject to transfer 
and registry is responsible to the buyer, not only for the genuine- 
ness and regularity of all documents at the time of delivery and 
receipt of payment for the same, but until fair and reasonable 
time has been allowed to the buyer to accept and execute, and 
afterwards lodge such documents, cither by himself or his 
broker, at the company’s office, for examination and reyistration 
by the clerk duly appointed for that purpose ; and it is only after 
receipt in due time by the buyer, from the company’s office, of 
official certificate of the registration of such shares or stock in 
his name, that the seller’s responsibility is considered to cease, 
and any future dispute as to the right or title of the purchaser 
must be determined between the buyer of the said shares or 
stock and the company that has acknowled; ged and registered the 
same in his name.” 

The Board of Commerce of Hamburg has memorialised the 
Senate in favour of the immediate establishment of gold as the 
standard currency for Germany. 

The proprietors of the North German Bank, established in the 
same city, finding that the Government will not grant them a 
charter, have made certain alterations in their rules, including a 
permission to make advances to customers without the deposit of 
securities, to the extent of one-fifth of their capital, but the direc- 
tors are excluded from the enjoyment of this privilege.

It has found out with great alarm that “under the operation of 
the tariffof !842, the annual consumption of foreign goods ranged | 
from 3 dols 1le to 5 dols 45c per capita of the population, while 
under our present Customs laws it rose from 6 dols 13c to 7 dols 
and 8 dols, and in 1853 and 1854 to 10 dols per head. In 1855 it 
was 8 dols 79c. There never was a country on the face of the 
globe dependent upon foreign resources to such an cnormous ex- 
tent as ours.” 


Is not the borrowing and the consumption of foreign goods, com* 
plained of the sources of much industry in America? If the 
Americans did not buy from the civilised world of Europe, they 
could not sell to it, and they would want the stimulus to produce. 
If they didnot borrow from it; they could derive no advantage from 
itsredundant capital, and from receiving the product of its poorly paid 
and abundant population. While America has increased its con- 
sumption of foreign commodities and its indebtedness, it has made, 
a more extri aordinar y progress than any other conntry, and obviously 
made it in part by the help it has received from Europe. 
lamentation, therefore, is the offspring of an old prejudice re- 
vived in America, and not yet entirely forgotten, we are sorry 
to see, in old Europe, or even in the very heart of commercial 

London.

Most of the leading country markets have been much less active for 
wheat and barley, and the former article has slightly given way in price. 
Spring corn has been tolerably firm. 

In Ireland and Scotland harvest work has been much retarded by the 
prevailing wet weather. The grain trade has been firm, and prices have 
had an upward tendency. 

Our market on Wednesday was scantily supplied with all articles of 
produce, in which only a limited business was transacted at Monday’s 
prices. 

To-day, a very moderate supply of English wheat, chiefly the refuse of 
Monday, and in very inferior condition, was on sale. Fine dry samples 
were inquired for, and Monday’s pric s would have been readily paid for 
them ; but other descriptions moved off slowly at late rates. ‘The show 
of foreign wheat was tolerably good, and sales progressed slowly at un- 
altered quotations. The barley trade was steady, and malt was quite as 
dear as last week. Oats, beans, and peas realised full currencies. Fine 
American flour changed hands steadily. Inferior flour was a slow sale. 

Mr Edward Rainford furnishes the following information in reference to 
the floating trade :—" Since the 9th inst. 26 grain-laden cargoes have arrived
